Too Much Team Work? 
E 


a nation that has won so much by teamwork and will win 
riore in the same way there is sometimes need to stress the 


opposite virtue—stiff-necked, unlovely individuality—for with- 
out it, tho we may get whatever we want, we shall find our- 
eelves unable to put our power to any use. 
Thinking is an, independent, separate function in which 


crowds never indulge. Cool and clear convictions are not to be 
arrived at by any process of association. In a crowd no man is 
himself. 
He is but part of the sea of thots and faces, and his 


personal inclinations are swept under by mass emotions. It is 
only alone that he can be honest and thoroly sincere. 
• 
It was something of this sort that President MacCracken of 


Lafayette College was getting at in a recent article criticr/ing 
American tendencies. Living in a world of machinery, he re- 
minds us, we are likely to look up to the machine as a type, to 
throw ourselves into drives and campaigns and organizations to 
the exclusion of individualism, and to believe the majority right 
about every question, on ever occasion. 
Not only do we believe it, but we insist upon it. We look 


with disfavor or animosity on the man who reserves judgment, 
who trusts himself and fails to fall in with popular trends simply 
because they are popular. 
We crush out leadership in young 


people, crush it out deliberately in order to build up a nation 
that will be efficient as a whole. 
But where are the guiding spirits to come from if we all, in 


school and out, in business and professions, must take the medi- 
cine of the steam roller? "We freely acknowledge," says Presi- 
dent MacCracken, "that we are not producing our share of the 
world's'most constructive leaders. Not alone in poetry and art, 
but even in foreign trade, we lack courage and initiative." 


We were less intolerant of initiative before the war, but 


even in,our palmiest days of democratic liberty we fell short of 
the Anglo-Saxon ideal. We have made a shibboleth of the bal- 
lot, and are much too willing to fall down and-worship before 
the idea or the man that can win over a plurality. We have 
taken too literally the figure of speech that confuses the voice 
of the people with the voice of God. 
The people make mistakes, and the vote is only a device for 
registering the popular will, not a divine mandate. It is the best 
we have, but it is fallible, and occasionally it goes widely wrong. 
When it does there is a necessity for unprejudiced, unbiased 
thinking. And we have been none too hospitable to that sort 
of thinking of late years.
